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Foreword 

Development of the East African Standards has been necessitated by the need for harmonizing 
requirements governing quality of products and services in East Africa. It is envisaged that through 
harmonized standardization, trade barriers which are encountered when goods and services are 
exchanged within the Community will be removed. 

In order to achieve this objective, the Partner States in the Community through their National Bureaux 
of Standards, have established an East African Standards Committee. 

The Committee is composed of representatives of the National Standards Bodies in Partner States, 
together with the representatives from the private sectors and consumer organizations. Draft East 
African Standards are circulated to stakeholders through the National Standards Bodies in the Partner 
States.

This part of ISO 3727 1 IDF 80 specifies a metlnod for tine caicuiation of tine fat content of butter.

3 Terms and definitions 

For the purposes of this document, the following terms and definitions apply. 

3.1 

fat content 

mass fraction of substances determined by the procedure specified in this part of ISO 3727 1 IDF 80 

NOTE The fat content is expressed as a mass fraction in percent. 



4 Principle 

The fat content is calculated by subtracting the mass fraction of substances determined by the procedures 
described in both ISO 3727-1 1 IDF 80-1 and ISO 3727-21 IDF 80-2 from the total mass fraction of substances 
(equal to 100%). 
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5 Calculation and expression of results 

5.1 Calculation 

Calculate the fat content, Wf, using the following equation: 
Wf = 1 00 % - (w^ + Wf^f ) 

where 

Wf Is the fat content of the test sample, expressed as a mass fraction In percent; 

w^ Is the moisture content of the test sample obtained by the procedure described In 
ISO 3727-1 1 IDF 80-1, expressed as a mass fraction In percent; 

w„f Is the non-fat solids content of the same test sample used for the determination of the moisture 
content, obtained by the procedure described In ISO 3727-21 IDF 80-2, expressed as a mass 
fraction In percent. 

5.2 Expression of results 

Express the test results to two decimal places. 

6 Precision 

6.1 Interlaboratory tests 

The individual values obtained In the Interlaboratory tests on the precision of the method described In 
ISO 3727-1 1 IDF 80-1 and ISO 3727-21 IDF 80-2 are used to calculate mathematically the reproducibility for 
this method. 

6.2 Repeatability 

If the moisture content and the non-fat solids content were determined In duplicate, the test results shall meet 
the requirements for repeatability of both ISO 3727-1 1 IDF 80-1 and ISO 3727-21 IDF 80-2. 

As a consequence, a demand for the repeatability of this part of ISO 3727 1 IDF 80 is redundant. 

6.3 Reproducibility 

The absolute difference between two single test results, obtained using the same method on Identical test 
material In different laboratories with different operators using different equipment, will In not more than 5 % of 
cases be greater than a mass fraction of 0,25 %. 

7 Test report 

The test report shall specify: 

a) all information necessary for the complete Identification of the sample; 

b) the test methods used, with reference to this part of ISO 3727 1 IDF 80; 

c) all operating details not specified In this part of ISO 37271 IDF 80, or regarded as optional, together with 
details of any Incidents which may have Influenced the result(s); 

d) the test result(s) obtained and. If the repeatability has been checked, the final quoted results obtained. 
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
